had reprimanded his son when the 
boy came home from school a week 
ago Wednesday. The boy appeared 
ill, the peddler said. 
Police quoted Backus «as saying: 
"I struck him and he became un­ 
conscious we (presumably meaning 
members of the family) carried him; 
onto a bed and rubbed him, and I i 
thought he died of poison candy. I; 
took his body and loaded it on a 
truck and went to the foot of Clif­ 
ford strut and found an air hole. I

TAPERING OFF 
Demobilization of the CWA army has been started 
to earnest, with an order for dismissal of 150.000 
workers. Some of them will be rehired, it being the 
Intention of the civil works adm inistrators to shift 
as much of the employment burden as possible off 
the federal government 
Responsibility for many 
projects hitherto handled by the national govern­ 
ment will be shifted to state governments. 
The obvious intention of the ftoosevelt adminis­ 
tration to taper off employment by CWA Is con­ 
sistent with a new plan th at is making its appear­ 
ance. 
I! nothing were done to substitute other em ­ 
ployment for the civil works program, there would 
be a repetition of the outcry raised when the possi­ 
bility of discontinuing the CWA for want of a con­ 
tinuing appropriation was being discussed. 
Accompanying liquidation of CWA. therefore, will 
be a plan to make credit available to private business. 
This would be accomplished by putting the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corp into partnership with private 
banks, enabling them to grant loans secured by the 
borrower's property with the RFC’s guarantee of 80 
per cent of the face value. 
By reducing the bank’s 
H$k to 20 per cent, it is hoped th at bankers' ob­ 
jections to making long-term loans would be over- 
eome. 
Theoretically, there would be a demand for 
bans on this basis--« demand that would represent 
the capacity of private business to absorb unemploy- 
(Dent and make CWA as well as other governmental 
relief agencies unnecessary. 
Contrary to expectation, the government is en ­ 
countering trouble using up its vast allotments to 
?arlous branches of the recovery organisation 
Its 
program is three-quarters of a billion be­ 
hind schedule and slipping more all the time. 
The 
CWA has been the only agency, except the civilian 
Conservation corps, to keep abreast of its apportion­ 
ment. W ith a plan to taper off its expenditures now 
going into operation, the effect will be depressing 
unless private business assumes more of the spending 
load. 
One more attem pt will be made, therefore, to 
pump out credit through the clogged pipes of the 
banking system.
